Be it known, that whereas Justin Winsor, C. A. Cut- 
ter, Samuel S. Green, James L. Whitney, Melvil Dui, 
Fred. B. Perkins and Thomas W. Bicknell, have asso- 
ciated themselves with the intention of forming a 
corporation under the name of the American Library 
Association for the purpose of promoting the library 
interests of the country by exchanging views, reaching 
conclusions, and inducing co-operation in all depart- 
ments of bibliothecal science and economy; by dispos- 
ing the public mind to the founding and improving of 
libraries; and by cultivating good will among its own 
members, and have complied with the provisions of the 
statutes of this Commonwealth in such case made and 
provided, as appears from the certificate of the Pres- 
ident, Treasurer, and Executive Board of said corpor- 
ation, duly approved by the Commissioner of Corpor- 
ations, and recorded in this office: 

Now, therefore, 1, Henry B. Peirce Secretary of the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts, do hereby certify that 
said Justin Winsor, C. A. Cutter, Samuel S. Green, 
James L. Whitney, Melvil Dui, Fred. B. Perkins and 
Thomas W. Bicknell, their associates and successors, are 
legally organized and established as, and are hereby 
made an existing corporation under the name of 
the American Library Association, with the powers, 
rights, and privileges, and subject to the limitations, 
duties, and restrictions, which by law appertain thereto. 

Witness my official signature hereunto subscribed, 
and the seal of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
hereunto affixed this tenth day of December in the year 
of our Lord one thousand eight hundred and seventy- 
nine.

AMERICAN LIBRARY ASSOCIATION 
(Organized Oct. 6, 1876: Incorporated Dec. 10, 1879) 


This national body was organized in Philadelphia, October 6, 1876, as the immediate 
result of a three days’ library conference held in connection with the Centennial 
exhibition. 

Its purposes are the promotion of library interests, the interchange of experience 
and opinion, the obtaining of larger results from library labor and expenditure, and the 
advancement of the profession of librarianship. 

In addition to advancing library interests generally, the A. L. A. aims: 

1 By organization and force of numbers to effect needed reforms and improve- 
ments, most of which could not be brought about by individual effort. 

2 By cooperation, to lessen labor and expense of library administration. 

3 By discussion and comparison, to utilize the combined experiments and expert- 
ence of the profession in perfecting plans and methods, and in solving difficulties. 

4 By meetings and correspondence, to promote acquaintance and esprit de corps. 


Membership and Dues 


Any person or institution engaged in library work may become a member. The 
annual dues are Two dollars for individuals and Five dollars for institutions payable 
in advance on January Ist. An entrance fee of One dollar must be paid by individuals 
upon joining or rejoining if membership has lapsed. Any individual member may 
become a life member exempt from dues on payment of Twenty-five dollars. 

All applications for membership and remittances for dues should be made to The 
American Library Association, 34 Newbury St., Boston. 


Growth of Membership 


As shown by the following tables the association has steadily grown in member- 
ship. It is very much to be desired that the next issue of the handbook shall show a 
large increase of members among libraries. The association has taken over the publi- 
cation of its proceedings which can hereafter be obtained through membership only. 
In return for such membership, costing $5.00 annually, the association offers libraries 
the A. L. A. bulletin, a bi-monthly publication, of which one issue is the proceedings 
and another the handbook. In addition to these, each library will receive the “A. L. A. 
Booklist,” issued eight times each year, “an annotated buying list of current books suit- 
able for small and larger libraries.” The membership among libraries now numbers 
over 160, an increase of over 100 during the past year. It is hoped that librarians will 
call the attention of their trustees to these benefits from membership in the association. 
In refering to the returns which come to a library by virtue of membership in the asso- 
ciation, the May bulletin says: “This places the trustees of a library in a position where 
they can rightfully and lawfully appropriate $5.00 a year in payment of helpful literature 
which they will receive.” 

Since 1876, with but three exceptions, the association has held annual meetings, the 
Place of meeting being purposely varied so as to reach different sections of the country. 

It is proposed to hold the meeting of 1908 at Lake Minnetonka, Minn., during the 
last week in June.

Endowment funds 


Following the meeting of 1890 and 
through the efforts of the Trustees section 
to collect a permanent fund “for publish- 
ing the proceedings of the association,” the 
Endowment fund (see sec. 5 of Constitu- 
tion) was established. lt amounts now to 
$6,500. To this sum was added in 1902 
The Carnegie Fund of $100,000 given by 
Andrew Carnegie as a special fund, the in- 
come of which shall be applied to the pre- 
paration and publication of such reading 
lists, indexes and other bibliographic and 
literary aids as would be specially useful 
in the circulating libraries of this country. 
By vote of the Council, The Carnegie Fund 
has been placed in charge of the trustees 
of the Endowment Fund. Full inform- 
ation as to the investment and condition of 
these funds will be found on pages 22-23 
of the Report of the Asheville meeting. 


A. L. A. CONSTITUTION 


Adopted 1900 


Object 


Sec. 1. The object of the American Li- 
brary Association shall be to promote the 
welfare of libraries in America. 


Membership 


Sec. 2. Members and fellows. Any per- 
son or institution engaged in library work 
may become a member or fellow by paying 
the annual dues, and others, after election 
by the executive board. 

Sec. 3. Honorary members and fellows. 
On nomination of the council, honorary 
members may be elected by unanimous 
vote at any meeting of the association. 

Sec. 4. Life members and fellows. Any 
individual member may become a life mem- 
ber, exempt from dues by paying $25. On 
payment of $100 any individual member 


may become a life fellow and any institu- 
tion a perpetual member. An individual 
life member may become a life fellow on 
payment of $75. 


Endowment Fund 


Sec. 5. All receipts from life and per- 
petual memberships and life fellowships, 
and all gifts for endowment purposes, shall 
constitute an endowment fund, which shall 
be invested, and the principal kept forever 
inviolate. The interest shat! be expended 
as the council may direct. The endow- 
ment fund shall be in the eustody of three 
trustees, one of whom shall be elected by 
ballot at each annual meeting to hold office 
for three years from the date of his elec 
tion and until his successor shall be elect 
ed. No money from the endowment fund 

















shall be invested or expended except on 
check signed by a majority of the trustees. 


Management 


Sec. 6. The business of the association 
shall be entrusted to the executive board 
and the council. But the association may, 
by a three-fourths vote of those present 
and voting, take direct action, or revise the 
action of the executive board or council, or 
give them mandatory instructions. 


Officers and Committees 


Sec. 7. The officers of the association 
shall be a president, first and second vice- 
presidents, a secretary, a recorder, and a 
treasurer, to be elected by ballot at the an- 
nual meeting of the association, and to 
hold office until the adjournment of the 
meeting at which their successors are 
elected. These officers, together with the 
president for the preceding term, shall con- 
stitute an executive board and they shall 
also serve as officers of the executive 
board and of the council. 

Sec. 8. President and Vice-Presidents. 
The president shall be the representative 
head of the association. In case of his 
death, resignation, or inability to serve, the 
ranking vice-president shall become presi- 
dent. 

Sec. 9. Secretary. The secretary, sub- 
ject to the general authority of the prest- 
dent and of the executive board, shall be 
the active executive officer. He shall be 
elected first for one year, and upon re- 
election for a term of three years, and shall 
have such salary as the council may de- 
termine. 

Sec. 10. Recorder. The recorder shall 
keep 1 record of the attendance and pro- 
ceedings at each meeting of the associa- 
tion, council or executive board. 

Sec. 11. Treasurer. The treasurer shall 
record all receipts and disbursements, -col- 
lect dues, pay bills on written order of two 
members of the finance committee, and 
make an annual report to the association. 

Sec. 12. Executive Board. The execu- 
tive board shall administer the business af- 
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fairs of the association, except those en- 
trusted to the council; and it shall have 
power, in intervals between meetings of 
the association or of the council, to act on 
311 matters on which those members pres- 
ent at a meeting reach unanimous agree- 
ment. The executive board shall appoint 
from the membership of the association a 
finance committee of three and may ap- 
point other committees, assistant officers, 
and reporters on special subjects. It shall 
have authority to arrange the program for 
the annual meeting and to decide upon the 
presentation and printing of papers and re- 
ports. It shatl have authority to include 
in the publications of the Association so 
much of the program, notices, circulars 
end proceedings of affiliated associations 
us it may deem advisable. 

Sec. 13. Finance committee. The finance 
committee shall prepare annual and sup- 
prementary budgets, within which appro- 
priations shall be made by the executive 
board. It shall audit bills and give orders 
on the treasurer for payment; and no ex- 
pense shall be incurred on behalf of the 
association by any officer or committee in 
excess of the authorized appropriation. 

Sec. 14. Votes by correspondence. Ap- 
proval in writing by every member of the 
council or of a board or committee shall 
have the force of a vote. 

Sec. 15. Members and votes. The coun- 
cil shal] consist of the executive board and 
twenty-five members elected by the assc- 
ciation, five each year, to hold office for five 
years. 

Sec. 16. Meetings. The council shall 
meet at the place of meeting of the asso- 
ciation, immediately prior to the annual 
meeting of the association, and immediate- 
ly prior to the final session thereof, and 
also between meetings of the asscciation 
on call of the executive board or of a ma- 
jority of the councilors. 

Sec. 17. Duties. 'The council shall adopt 
by-laws for the association. It shall nomi- 
nate offcers of the association and trustees 
of the endowment fund, and shall include 
on a printed ballot other nominations filed 
with the secretary by five members of the 
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association twenty-four hours before the 
election. It may, by a two-thirds vote, 
establish sections of the association. It 
may, by a two-thirds vote, promulgate 
recommendations relating to library 
matters, and no resolutions except votes 
of thanks and on local arrangements 
shall be otherwise promulgated. It may 
by a two-thirds vote upon suitable con- 
ditions, affiliate with the American Library 
Association other organizations kindred in 
purpose. 


’ Publishing Board 


Sec. 18. The publishing board shall con- 
sist of five members appointed by the ex- 
ecutive board for terms of not more than 
three years. Iis object shall be to se- 
cure the preparation and publication of 
euch catalogs, indexes, and other biblio- 
graphic and library aids as it may approve. 

Sec..19. The publishing board shall an- 
nually appoint its chairman, secretary and 
treasurer. 

Sec. 20. No moneys shall be paid by the 
treasurer and no work shall be undertaken 
‘except by a vote of a majority of the whole 
board. 

Sec. 21. The treasury of the publishing 
board shall be entirely distinct from that 
of the association, and the association shall 
not be Jiable for any debts incurred by the 
publishing board. With the approval of 
the finance committee, money may be ap- 
pvopriated by the executive board from 
the treasury of the association for the run- 
ning expenses of the publishing board. 

Sec. 22. 'The publishing board shall re- 
port in print at each annual meeting of the 
“association. 


Meetings 

See. 23. Annual meetings. There shall 
be an annual meeting of the association at 
such place and time as may be determined 
by the council. 

Sec. 24. Special meetings. Special meet- 
ings of the association may be called by 
the executive board, and shall be called by 
the president on request of twenty mem- 
bers of the association. At least one 
month’s notice shall be given, and only 
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business specified in the call shall be trans- 
acted. 

Sec. 25. Quorum. Forty members shall 
constitute a quorum. 


Amendments and By-laws 


Sec. 26. Amendments. This constitution 
may be amended by a three-fourths vote 
of those present and voting at two succes- 
sive meetings of the association, provided 
that notice of the amendments in their 
final form be sent to each member of the 
association at least one month before its 
final adoption. 

Sec. 27. By-laws. Any by-law may be 
suspended by a three-fourths vote of those 
present and voting at any meeting of the 
association or council. 


BY-LAWS 


Sec. 1. The annual dues of the associa- 
tion shall be $2 for individuals and $5 for 
libraries and other institutions, payable in 
advance in January, save that for the first 
year the dues for individuals shall be $3. 
Any person renewing membership shall 
pay all arrears of dues or dues required of 
new members. Members whose dues are 
unpaid at the close of the annual confer- 
ence and who shall continue such delin- 
quency for one month after notice of the 
fame has heen sent by the treasurer, shall 
be dropped from membership. 

Sec. 2. Nine members shall constitute a 
guorum of the council for the transaction 
of routine business, but no sections of the 
association shall be established and no rec- 
ommendations relating to library matters 
shall be promulgated at any meeting at 
which there are less than 17 members pres- 
ent. The records of the council, so far 
as of general interest, shall be printed with 
the proceedings of the association. 

Sec. 3. In making nominations the coun- 
cil shall be governed by the following 
rules: Nominations shall be regular bus- 
iness for the first meeting of the council at 
each annual conference. Members shall 
be notified that at least one informal ballot 
will be taken at that meeting. The ex 
ecutive officers of the association, i. @. 

















president, secretary, treasurer and re- 
corder, shall be chosen solely with refer- 
ence to their ability and willingness to 
serve the association, without regard to 
residence or previous service, except as 
hereinafter provided. The vice-presidents, 
one at least of whom shall be a woman, 
shall be selected from ex-members of the 
council. In general, nominations to the 
council shall be made with a view of hav- 
ing it representative of all sections of the 
country and of the principal classes of the 
libraries included in the association. No 
person shall be nominated as president, 
first or second vice-president or councilor 
of the association for two consecutive 
terms. No more than the required num- 
ber of nominations shall be made by the 
council. The position and residence of 
each nominee shall be given on the official 
ballot. 

Sec. 4. In case of a vacancy in any office, 
except that of president, the executive 
board may designate some person to dis- 
charge the duties of the same pro tenipore. 

Sec. 5. The president and secretary, with 
one other member appointed by the exe- 
cutive board, shall constitute a pro- 
gram committee, which shall, under the 
supervision of the executive board, ar- 
range the program for each annual 
meeting, and designate persons to pre- 
pare papers, open discussions, etc., and 
shall decide whether any paper which may 
be offered shall be accepted or rejected, 
and if accepted, whether it shall be read 
entire, by abstract or by title. It shall 
recommend to the executive board print- 
ing accepted papers entire or to such ex- 
tent as may be considered destrable. Ab- 
stracts of papers to be presented at an- 
nual conferences shall be in the hands of 
the program committee at least two weeks 
before the conference. 

Sec. 6. The executive board shall ap- 
point annually a committee of five on li- 
brary training, which shall investigate the 
whole subject of library schools and 
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courses of study, and report the results of 
its investigations, with its recommenda- 
tions. 

Sec. 7. The executive board shall ap- 
point annually a committee of three on li- 
brary administration, to consider and re- 
port improvements in any department of 
library economy, and make recommend- 
ations looking to harmony, uniformity, and 
cooperation, with a view to economical ad- 
ministration. 

Sec. & The executive board shall at each 
annual meeting of the association appoint 
a committee of three on resolutions, which 
shall prepare and report to the association 
suitable resolutions of acknowledgments 
and thanks. To this committee shall be 
referred all such resolutions offered in 
meetings of the association. 

Sec. 9. The objects of sections which 
may be established by the council under 
the provisions of sec. 17 of the consti- 
tution, shall be discussion, comparison of 
views, etc., upon subjects of interest to the 
members. No authority is granted any 
section to incur expense on account of the 
association or to commit the association 
by any declaration of policy. A member 
of the association eligible under the rules 
of the section may become a member 
thereof by registering his or her name with 
the secretary of the section. 

Sec. 10. Provisions shall be made by the 
executive board for sessions of the various 
sections at annual meetings of the asso- 
ciation, and the programs for the same 
shall be prepared by the officers of sec- 
tions in consultation with the program 
committee. Sessions of sections shall be 
open to any member of the association, 
but no person may vote in any section un- 
less registered as a member of the same. 
The registered members of each section 
shall, at the final session of each annual 
meeting, choose a chairman and secretary, 
to serve until the close of the next annual 
meeting.

A. L. A. SECTIONS 


By means of a system of sections the 
practical usefulness of the A. L. A. meet- 
ings has been considerably enlarged. The 
section meetings, while open to all, provide 
especially for the needs of each class of 
workers, and afford more opportunity for 
the discussion of details. The regular, 
or undivided, sessions are thus left free 
for subjects of general interest and the 
consideration of routine matters concern- 
ing the entire association.

AMERICAN LIBRARY INSTITUTE 


The following recommendation from the 
Council was adopted by the general Asso- 
ciation at the Portland meeting in 1905. 


“Resolved, that the members of the 
Council present approve the plan sub- 
mitted by the Library Academy committee 
to establish an American Library Insti- 
tute, to consist of 100 persons chosen 
from English-speaking America, as likely 
to contribute most to library progress by 
conference together, and recommend that 


the A. L. A. take direct action by passing 
the following resolution: 

That the ex-presidents of the A. L. A 
be the first members of this Institute, 
with power to add to their number, to or- 
ganize and adopt needed rules, provided 
that all ex-presidents and members for 
each current year of the Executive Board 
and Council shall have seats in all meet- 
ings of the Institute.” 

No report of organization has yet been 
submitted to the A. L. A. Council.
